The hope that Georgia may be- 
come a rubber-producing state to 
help relieve future shortages was 
advanced yesterday by Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture Tom Linder, 
who said he planned to exert ev- 
ery effort to procure some guayule 
seeds which yield rubber and are 
now successfully cultivated in 
California. 

As another war move, Linder 
strongly advocated the cultivation 
of individual vegetable gardens, 
even in the cities, as a means of 
bolstering the home food supply 
which may dwindle as transpor- 
tation facilities are curtailed. 

Linder would not elaborate on 
the possibilities open to Georgia 
through growth of the guayule 
plant, insisting he would have to 
make a more thorough investiga- 
tion and determine whether any 
seeds are available for Georgia. 
They are said to be exceedingly 
rare. 


Planter Interested. 

One ljarge Georgia farmer, W. 
B. Hutchinson, who operates the 
Colonial Plantation at Albany, al- 
ready has manifested an interest 
in guayule production. He said he 
had been told by one California 
farmer that the plant would yield 
$200 per acre. 

An experimental station in Sa- 
linas, Cal., is now making: tests 
with the plant. Hutchinson claims 
that the climate there is about the 
same as that of Georgia. 

In the Mexican highlands, 
where the shrub grows wild and is 
collected by peons, guayule yields 
about 7,000 tons of rubber a year. 
Normally the shrub matures in 
four years, yielding more than 
1,000 pounds of rubber per acre, 
but it has been found that a yield 
can be obtained in one year by 
sowing the seeds closely. The 
whole plant must be cut down for 
the extraction of rubber. 

Gardens Urged. 

Reports from California say that 
state has sufficient seed in stock 
to plant 55,000 acres, and it is 
predicted the federal government 
may take over the project. 

In urging home owners to begin 
cultivating small gardens, Linder 
warned that because of the tire 
shortage and other curtailment of 
trucking facilities, a few home 
vegetables may come in handy in 
the not-too-distant future. 

He advised city property own- | 
ers who have a small fertile spot 
to start growing vegetables but 
not to waste their time trying to 
cultivate a washed-away, poor 
hillside. He also recommended the 
planting of hardy vegetables, such 
as cabbage, collards and the like.

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Enemy Agents Among Us 

Wittingly or otherwise, there are in Atlanta 
today quite a large number of persons who are 
directly aiding the enemies of the nation. They 
do not, most of them, realize what they are 
doing. Which relieves them of the charge of 
being deliberate workers for Hitler and the 
Axis. but which leaves them flagrantly guilty 
of the sins of stupid ignorance and of selfish- 
ness. 

These agents for the enemy are the men 
and women who have laid up for themselves, 
on pantry shelves and in home cupboards, extra 
stocks of sugar. Those who, accustomed to 
buying, say, five pounds of sugar at a time, 
have, by purchasing a little in each of many 
stores. accumulated more than their normal 
supplies. Some of them have 90, 100 or even 
more pounds of sugar hidden away. 

It is one of the primary purposes of the 
enemy, in attacking our sources of material 
supply on land and in sinking our ships along 
the cargo routes of sea, to so deprive us of 
normal essentials of life that the morale of our 
civilian population will be lowered, that our 
physical strength and will for victory shall be 
weakened. 

When you, by hoarding for your own use 
more sugar than your share, deprive some other 
family of their rightful minimum portion, or 
perhaps compel them without sugar 
altogether, you help the enemy by creating a 
condition, in that other family, highiy conducive 
to lowered morale and weakened determination. 
Multiply this one case by all the families in 

tlanta which have selfishly gathered up excess 
amounts of sugar, and you realize the full guilt 
of your, probably unwitting, assistance to the 


to g0 


enemy. 

Sugar is a commodity essential to the war. 
It is needed for the peoples of all the Allied 
powers, all are fighting 
enemies. It is needed, furthermore, 
making of industrial alcohol, which 
to make many of the high explosives our 
fighting forces use.

reasons for this. 
of supply have been. cut off because of the 
situation in the Pacific. Secondly, as told before, 
there is the demand of the war itself. Thirdly, 
it is reported that, by a bookkeeping error, 
Atilanta’s quota of sugar is being computed on 
a basis 4,000,000 pounds less than it should be, 
due to the withdrawal of one wholesale dealer 
from this market. 


Finally, the current shortage is due to the 
selfish disloyalty of those among us who have 
sought to hoard, to lay up reserve stocks for 
their own use, at the expense of the rest of us. 

Grocers of Atlanta have worked out a just 
and reasonable method of limitation to the 
amount of sugar any customer may buy. The 
requirement that, for each pound of sugar 
purchased, one doliar’s worth of other groceries 
be bought, is reasonable and just. That is the 
average ratio of sugar purchases worked out 
over long periods of time for tens of thousands 
of purchasers. 


At present it is believed this limitation will 
enable all Atlantans to secure all the sugar 
they need. If it does not, however, and all have 
to go short, it is but simple loyalty for all to 
share alike. It will be, at least, extremely 
uncomfortable for the hoarders when the time 
comes that they have to bear the askance looks 
of neighbors who discover the utter selfishness 
they have practiced. 

If worse comes to worst, and there is a real 
shortage, there are many substitutes. There is 
corn sugar, honey, molasses, etc. Our southern 
forebears knew, during the War Between the 
States, the difference between “short sweeten- 
ing” and “long sweetening.” If we have to 
learn that difference again, let us, at least, 
learn it together. 

The only thing for loyal Americans to do is 
to go along in their normal ways of life, accept-

“Remember Pearl Harbor” 

We have all, innumerable times, been ex- 
horted to “remember Pearl Harbor.” On stick- 
ers, placards, in every type of publication, those 
three words have become the most familiar 
phrase in America since December 7. 

Yet, in one sense, it is unnecessary reminder.

TAPERS ON THRaLEVEE Somehow, it saddened the whole 
day to read that Will Percy had 


died. He died after a long illness which followed hard on the 
success of his first narrative, “Lanterns On the Levee.” 

He had written poetry, good poetry, until he turned to this 
book, which was a story of his section and his people. 

He was an aristocrat, to the manor born. Yet, he was of the 
people, too. He had a fine impatience with shiftlessness and with 
the type politician we have come to know in the south, representing 
the worst in us. 

There were those who said of him that he was reactionary and 
preached a system long outmoded, feudal and undemocratic. (I 
think he should be read. If you have not read “Lanterns On the 
Levee,” I recommend you do read it.) 

Well, Will Percy had the virtue of consistency. He had been 
a good soldier and had been decorated for bravery. Before that 
he had been decorated in the eyes of those who knew him for a 
finer bravery, 

All his life he had fought ignorance and its products. So had 
his father. They had opposed the coming of Vardaman and all 
that he stood for in Mississippi. They had beat him once, but he 
won at last. Percy recalled an old farmer, tobacco staining the 
corners of his mouth, who spat and said, at the news Vardaman 
had won: 

“Wall, the bottom rail’s on top and it’s gwiner stay thar.” 

That was in politics. We have only to look about us and see 
how waste and corruption have come, in 40 years, to be regarded 
as inevitable, and we have seen it taken as a matter of course 
as it appears in government. We have seen intolerance and bigotry 
exalted in high places. In too many places the bottom rail has 
been on top. It got on top in a lot of our thinking.

Percy told the truth about the sharecropper system. Truth, he 
said, the old adage to the contrary notwithstanding, is one of the 
least resilient of herbs. Crushed to earth it stays crushed; once 
down it stays down. He went on to say: 

“Sharecropping is one of the best systems ever devised to give 
security and a chance for profit to the simple and the unskilled, 
It has but one drawback—it must be administered by human beings 
to whom it offers an unusual opportunity to rob without detection 
or punishment. The failure is not in the system itself, but in not 
living up to the contractual obligations in the system.” 

He knew that Negroes and whites, all poor, were robbed and 
mistreated and exploited by the system, but he argued it was those 
who administered it who failed. If it was not all truth it was 
almost so, : 

Percy said there were two remedies for the thieving landlords. 
One was for the croppers quietly and absolutely to boycott such 
landlords and for the government to refuse to admit any benefits to 
the landlord who will not put his terms in writing and who will not 
permit inspection to see whether or not they have been carried out. 

That is true. One of the greatest—perhaps the greatest—evil 
of the sharecropper system is the absence of written contracts 
with a substantial tenure clause. 


LAST CHAPTER Oddly enough, the last chapter of his book 
is called “Home,” and it concerns the 

Greenville cemetery. He liked to go there and sit quietly beneath 
the cedars and think. 

He read off the names of some of his own and-some of his 
fellow-townsmen who had gone on before him and been forgot. 

“I know their stories but not their hearts. With a little shifting 
of qualities, with a setting more to their needs, with merely more 
luck, this woman would have borne children who would have been 
proud of ,her, and this thief might have become the father of the 
poor. Now death has made them only home folks and I like the 
sound of their familiar names. Understanding breaks over my 
heart and I know that the wickedness and the failures of men are 
nothing and their valor and pathos and effort everything .. .” 

He wrote, in concluding his book, a very fine conclusion for his, 
or any, life: 

“Here among the graves in the twilight I see one thing only, but 
I see that thing clear. I see the long wall of a rampart sombre with 
sunset, a dusty road at its base. On the tower of the rampart 
stand the glorious high gods, Death and the rest insolent and 
watching. Below on the road streams the tribes of men, tired, 
bent, hurt and stumbling, and each man alone. As one comes be- 
neath the tower, the High God descends and faces the wayfarer. 
He speaks three slow words: ‘Who are you?’ The Pilgrim I know 
should be able to straighten his shoulders, to stand his tallest, and 
to answer defiantly, ‘1 am your son’.” 

Will Percy has come beneath the tower and answered up, de- 
fiantly. .Many who never knew him will feel they have lost 
something out of their lives.

Weak belly in youth or adult life 
* sometimes the rsult of faulty 
nutmtion and neglect of education 
in childhood, but too often it is 
mainly due to the indivilual’s own 
ignorance of what constitutes good 
nutirition and his or her neglect 
of daily exercise. In youth and 
adult life an additional factor 
comes into play—the use of braces, 
splints, corsets, girdles in an at- 
tempt to support organs which 
hould be supported by the belly 
itself. These splints inevitably 
increase the weakness of the belly. 
In children, youths and adults a 
clear conception of the essentials 
of good posture and a constant ef 
to maintain good posture is 
probably the most effective way to 
combat or correct weak belly. 
Those essentials will be described 
in a later article.

MOSCOW, Jan. 22.—(AP)—German armies floundering 


back along Napoleon’s road of retreat from Moscow were har- 
ried tonight by Russian ski troops who skimmed the snow- 


drifts on fast, propeller-driven sleds and struck fiercely at 


their flanks. 

Riding waist-deep snow in front 
of roaring plane engines, the far- 
flung Russian vanguards were re- 
ported to have intercepted the 
Germans west of the Napoleonic 
battlefields of Borodino and, with 
their light arms, to have spread 
terror and confusion along the 
enemys difficult line of commu- 
nication. 

The old Borodino battlefield lies 
a dozen miles west of Mozhaisk, 
which was the point of the Ger- 
mans’ main frontal salient aimed 
at Moscow. The Germans were in 
retreat toward Vyazma, about 60 
air line miles farther west. 

Tonight’s communique said the 
Russian forces were continuing 
their triumphant advance, reoccu- 
pying during the day several in- 
habited localities, including the vil- 
lage of Uvarovo, in Smolensk prov- 
ince west of Moscow. 

(Smolensk is a large prov- 
ince which extends almost to 
Mozhaisk at its eastern ex- 
tremity.)
